Ward, 39, and Carl M. Black, 
47, are on trial, charged with 
murder and conspiracy to com­ 
mit murder in the shotgun slay­ 
ing April 5 of Dow Wilson, AFL- 
CIO Painters Union local leader 
in San Francisco. 
Ward, a Sacramento painting 
contractor, was an employer 
trustee of a Painters Union 
local’s welfare fund that was 
looted in Sacramento. Black, an 
Oakland accountant was 
the 
fund’s auditor. 
Wilson, who had been at odds 
with his union’s international 
organization, also challenged the 
handling of the fund. 
“ Ward was in his home a t 
Sacramento the night of the 
Wilson killing,” Belli contended. 
Without specifying just how, 
Belli said Ward was dragged in­ 
to the case because Norman 
Call, Sacramento painting con­ 
tractor, and Ben Rasnick, paint­ 
ers Union official in the San 
Francisco East Bay Area, “ were 
playing 
musical 
beds 
with 
Ward’s wife.” 
Call, 46, also an employer 
trustee for the looted fund, has 
been convicted in the slaying. 
Testimony Call gave the grand 
jury after his conviction led to 
an indictment against Rasnick. 
“ Ben Rasnick. . .and Norman 
Call. . .were having a meretric­ 
ious relationship with the wife 
of Ward,” Belli also said. “This 
little man (Ward) knew nothing 
about this game of musical beds. 
If ever there was a case of a 


man being a cuckold, it is in 
this case here.” 
The attorney did tell the jury 
that his client embezzled $3,600 
from the welfare fund. 
The slaying, Belli contended, 
was ordered by the union’s in­ 
ternational organization because 
of its differences with Wilson. 
Ward’s wife was in the court 
during Belli’s statement. 
Two others have been indicted 
in the case—Richard Rock, 33, 
of Mill Valley, a San Francisco 
saloon owner, and Clyde Sim- 
monds, 75, a Sacramento paint­ 
ing firm employee. Their cases 
are pending.

Groups Cited As 


Good Business 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-Hiring 
minority group workers is “ the 
business community’s most ef­ 
fective device for looking after 
its own interests,” says the pub­ 
lisher of three Negro maga­ 
zines. 
John H. Johnson, founder and 
publisher of Ebony, Jet and Ne­ 
gro Digest, said yesterday equal 
opportunity hiring is more good 
business than just a civil rights 
program. 
“ The truth of the matter,” he 
said, “ is that the American bus­ 
iness community cannot afford 
the price of unequal employ­ 
ment.” 
Johnson said nondiscrimina- 
tory hiring also opens up “ rich 
veins of untapped talent and 
manpower” and creates “ a sta­ 
ble social climate which is a 
precondition for a vigorous and 
expanding market.” 


Russia Hints 
At Conference 
To Oust China 


SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) — So­ 
viet Communist party leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev today en 
dorsed a proposal for a world 
Communist meeting which pre­ 
sumably 
would 
expel 
China 
from the Red fold. 
Brezhnev, addressing the Bui 
garian Communist party con 
gress, also attacked U.S. policy 
in Viet Nam and renewed Soviet 
pledges of aid to the Vietnamese 
Communists. 
Employing some of the strong­ 
est terms he has yet used 
against Peking’s leaders, Bre­ 
zhnev accused them of following 
“narrow 
nationalistic 
aims” 
and ignoring the interests of 
world communism. 
Opening the congress yester­ 
day, First Secretary Todor Zhi­ 
vkov of the Bulgarian party said 
it “ believes that conditions are 
ripe” for a world Communist 
conference. This was the first 
direct call from a major Com­ 
munist party for a meeting. 
Brezhnev said today that “ it 
is not by accident that a number 
of fraternal parties have lately 
been voicing the opinion t hat 
conditions 
are 
getting 
ever 
more ripe for a conference.” 
His careful phrasing that con­ 
ditions are getting ripe indi­ 
cated some Soviet caution about 
chances of organizing a confer­ 
ence. It would force Communist 
parties to be counted for or 
against Peking, and the parties 
in North Viet Nam, North Ko­ 
rea, Romania and others have 
been unwilling to be forced into 
this position. 


Civil Rights Protest 
Ruling A New Trend?

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme 
Court 
has 
crossed 
threshold in civil rights protest 
cases. 
Whether it has broken sharply 
with its past holdings is subject 
to interpreation. Justice Hugo 
L. Black says the court has not. 
Justice William O. Douglas says 
it has. 
But however little or much 
the court may have veered, 
yesterday’s 5-4 ruling in a Talla­ 
hassee, 
Fla., 
case 
enhances 
state power to declare certain 
kinds of government property 
off limits for even peaceful pro­ 
test. 
Specifically off limits because 
they were at issue in the Talla­ 
hassee case are the driveways 
and premises of jail houses. 
Black, in writing the court’s 
decision, did not give other in­ 
stances of government property 
which could be declared off lim­ 
its. But he, and the court major­ 
ity, undoubtedly mean to en­ 
compass more than just county 
jail houses, for he concluded 
with this general statement: 
‘The United States Constitu­ 
tion does not forbid a state to 
control the use of its own prop­ 
erty for its own lawful non- 
discriminatory purpose.” 
And he likened government 


authority in this field to the 
right of a private person to 
guard his back yard against 
trespassing, for he also said: 
“The state, no less than a pri­ 
vate owner of property, has 
power to preserve ;he property 
under its control for the use to 
which it is lawfully dedicated.” 
The decision was not very 
surprising. In several recent 
cases various members of the 
court have demonstrated in­ 
creasing impatience with civil 
rights protests. 
After the decision was an­ 
nounced, Douglas—like Black, a 
free speech advocate — said 
from the bench: 
“ We now have set into the 
record a great and wonderful 
police state doctrine.” 
In his written dissent, Douglas 
expanded on this theme, saying 
the majority was giving public 
officials “ the awesome power to 
decide whose ideas may be ex­ 
pressed and who shall be denied 
a place to air their claims and 
petition their government.” 
The First Amendment, Doug­ 
las said, gives the 32 Florida 
A&M students whose trespass 
convictions

Behr Favors East Bay 
Tube For Marin Use 
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Southern Marin county has no 
need for rapid transit. County 
Supervisor Peter Behr yester­ 
day told some 250 San Fran­ 
ciscans concerned with freeway 
problems and the dumping of 
c o m m u t e traffic on 
their 
streets. 
Behr recommended a rapid 
transit tube paralleling the ex­ 
isting San Rafael - Richmond 
bridge to syphon off traffic from 
the center and northern parts 
of the county and relieve con­ 
gestion on Golden Gate Bridge 
If this tube tied in to the pro­ 
jected Bay Area Rapid Transit 
system in Richmond, Behr said, 
a commuter could travel from 
San Rafael via the East Bay 
to San Francisco’s financial dis­ 
trict in 37.5 minutes. 
He based the time on a 1955 
study which forecast 11 minutes 
traveling time on rapid transit 
from San Rafael to Richmond 
and the BART estimate of 26.5 
minutes from Richmond to San 
Francisco. 
Behr also said that if. instead 
of hooking up with BART, such 
a tube then turned south along 
the East Bay’s mudflats, taking 
advantage of shallows extend­ 
ing almost to Treasure Island, 
the commute route w o u l d be 
only one and a half miles longer 
than the present trip via High­ 
way 10' from San Rafael to the 
financial district. 


Behr and San Francisco Su­ 
pervisor Leo T. McCarthy spoke 
at a meeting of eight neighbor­ 
hood associations organized by 
the Telegraph Hill D w e l l e r s 
Assn. and held at Fisherman's 
Wharf. 
McCarthy said San Francisco 
supervisors favor a rapid tran­ 
sit underwater tube if any addi­ 
tional Marin-San Francisco con­ 
nection is needed.

Backs Abortion 
Law Revisions 


SAN FRANCISCO (APi - A 
poll by the American Board of 
| Obstetrics and Gynecology over­ 
whelmingly supported a liberal­ 
ized California law on abortions, 
a professor testified yesterday. 
Dr. Edmund Overstreet, Uni­ 
versity of California Medical 
Center professor of obstetrics, 
was speaking at a hearing by 
the Governor's Commission on 
Population. 
The bill approved by the poll 
would permit abortion to protect 
a woman’s health. The bill is 
pending before the legislature. 
Present law permits abortion 
only if a woman's life is en­ 
dangered.

Medicare Loyalty Oath 


WS ANGELES (AP)-M ore 
, than three million applicants 
may be affected by three fed­ 
eral judges’ decision that it is 
unconstitutional 
to require a 
loyalty oath on Medicare appli­ 
cations. 
The estimated 3.4 million are 
those applicants not covered by 
Social Security or a Civil Serv­ 
ice program. Their applications 
require them to say whether 
they are members of eight 
groups registered as communist 
under the Internal Security Act 
of 1950. 
The judges said yesterday that 
asking the question infringes on 
constitutional rights under the 
first amendment to freedom of 
speech, assembly and associa­ 
tion. 
They decided a suit filed for 
a Los Angeles housewife. Mrs. 
Alda T Reed. 65. by the Ameri­ 
can Civil Liberties Union. 
Mrs. Reed applied for Medi­ 
care last March, declining to

I named in the question. 
Commented the judges: “It 
appears to this court that the 
government is saying on the one 
hand that the question need not 
be answered and on the other 
that one failing to reveal such 
: membership is subject to pen­ 
alty.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Treasury Department says the 
deficit in the U.S. balance of 
payments dropped during the 
third quarter of 1966 but may 
increase a bit before the year 
ends. 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury 
Henry H. Fowler said yesterday 
balance-of-payments 
conditions 
have a way of swinging back 
and forth. He said in view of the 
good showing in the last two 
quarters, “I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised if there were some in­ 
crease in the deficit in the peri­ 
od ahead.” 
Fowler reported yesterday a 
third-quarter seasonally adjust­ 
ed deficit of $217 million. This 
brought the total deficit for the 
first nine months of 1966 to $878 
million—which would mean an 
annual rate of $1.17 billion, com­ 
pared with last year's $1.34 bil­ 
lion deficit.

In Tiburon, at the Marine 
Mineral Technology Center, lo­ 
cated at the old Navy Net De­ 
pot, the 205-foot ex-Navy tug 
Virginia City is being fitted out 
for a trip next spring to Alaska. 
The spunky tug was known as 
the U.S.S. Pakana ’ when she 
served in the Okinawa campaign 
during World War II. She is 
credited with s h o o t i n g down 
three Japanese planes. Some 
of the bullet marks still show 
through her new coat of paint, 
and a few bullet holes inside 
were left untouched as souvenirs 
of her war record. 


GUN IS GONE 
The three-inch gun on her 
boat-deck has been removed and 
she will soon have in its place 
a seven-ton crane which will 
gather mineral samples from 
the ocean's floor. A walkway for 
workmen 
has 
been 
installed 
around the bridge above the 
crane area. Another 12-ton crane 
will be installed in the ship’s 
stern. 
The Virginia City recently re­ 
turned 
to Tiburon 
from 
the 
Fulton Shipyards in Antioch, 
where she was reactivated for 
her new role for the mineral 
technology center, a U. S. Bu­ 
reau of Mines facility. The old 
radio and radar equipment has 
been stripped out and will be 
replaced with the most modem 
communications 
facilities, 
in­ 
cluding radio-teletype. 


DRILLING GEAR

equipment,

“ very 
sophisticated pieces of equip­ 
ment,” according to Capt. K. E. 
Taylor, project coordinator at 
the center. One of the most im­ 
portant items will be a core- 
drilling rig for collecting mineral 
samples over the ship’s side. 
The samples will be analyzed in 
a completely equipped labora­ 
tory aboard. 
The Virginia City will spend 
the summer in Alaskan waters. 
She will leave Tiburon in May, 
the exact date depending on the 
unpredictable Alaskan summer. 
The Virginia City wi l l be 
searching for deposits of gold, 


silver, platinum, phosphorites, 
tin. tungsten and other metals, 
| which may later be mined-not 
by the government, but by pri­ 
vate mining companies. 


EARLIER FINDS 
Valuable deposits of coal and 
priceless diamonds have been 
located by Marine mining ves­ 
sels in the virtually untapped 
resources under the water. 
Despite the obvious difference 
of working in the water, marine 
mining has many similarities to 
that of land mining, according 
to Arthur P. Nelson, research 
director of the Tiburon center. 
Fitting out the ship for 35 men 
over a five-month period “en­ 
tails a terrific amount of plan­ 
ning.” Captain Taylor said. He 
had a grocery list of rough esti­ 
mates for groceries for the voy­ 
age. Some of the items were: 
12 cases each of snap beans and 
peas, 20 cases of carrots, 
15 
cases of corn. 30 cases of canned 
tomatoes, 40 cases of mashed 
potatoes, 50 cases of white sliced 
potatoes. 
Taylor said his short list of 
canned fruits and vegetables 
alone would cost around $3,000. 
Medical supplies will also have 
to be planned in advance to

Fresh meat, fruit, vegetables,

Modern man, in search of new ways of doing his job 
quicker, constantly develops new methods to help him 
toward this goal. 


Even in the ancient art of shaping glass, new mass 
production methods like automatic molds, drills and 
grinders help speed production. 


But not so at the Glass Technology Laboratory at the 
University of Minnesota in Minneapolis where the 2,000- 
year-old method of glass blowing is still used for both 
instruction and production. 
Glass forming works on the principle that when glass 


Is heated, it can by various methods be formed into any 
shape the worker wants. The shaping method runs from 
the automated variety used by many of today's glass man­ 
ufacturers to the oldest and most basic technique, used 
by the University. 


At the University they begin with various sizes and 
shapes ef glass already commercially produced, seal one 
end to make it air tight and place a hose in the other end. 
The part of the glass to be shaped is heated over a hydro­ 
gen burner to make it soft. When it is pliable the worker 
blows through the hose into the tube until the heated glass 


bulges outward. A paddle-shaped tool made of carbon is 
used to reform or take off excess glass. 
Under the direction of its manager, Marvin Dynes, 
the University glass laboratory custom builds and repairs 
all specialized glass instruments needed by the school and 
does research and development on new glass products. 
The laboratory is student-staffed. Each student at­ 
tends required University courses leading to a degree in 
glass technology. The more advanced students work on 
research and development, while beginning students 
learn basic glass techniques by working on smaller, rou­ 
tine glass orders.

Five Found Dead, 


In Santa Cruz Home 


SANTA CRUZ (AP) - The 
mystery of the quiet deaths of 
five persons—a couple and three 
young girls—went to a patholo­ 
gist today for solution.

Far Behind The Times 


Mistakes, Penalties Hurt Marin Tars 


Weil, I see where the Little Orphan Annie of 
American sports, the Sick Child or Organized Athle­ 
tics, has been dumped on the doorstep again with its 
formula pinned to its bib. 
American tennis has reached a new low. 
Now 
we’re losing the interzone Finals to South American 
nobodies. Pretty soon, we won’t 
be able to warm up a banana 
republic’s squad. Australia will 
beat us w i t h o u t taking the 
racquet-presses off. 


THE TROUBLE with tennis 
is, 
it’s 
as 
anachronistic as 
George III. It adheres to a code 
of behavior as outmoded as 
Louis XIV’s court. It is as un­ 
democratic as the House o; 
Lords. They should play the 
game in powdered wigs. 
It is the last survival of a cul­ 
ture that holds there is some­ 
thing despicable about working 
for a living, about taking money 
for playing a game well. It is a 
holdover from the days when 
great painters painted only for 
wealthy, libertinous p a t r o n s , 
when people believed in dragons 
and the divine right of kings, 
and thought the earth was flat. 
It is the only major game which 
still makes professionals use the 
tradesmen’s entrance. 


IT IS STAGNATING because 
it operates under a code that 
robs its practitioners of the first 
thing any great athlete has to 
have to perform well—pride. It, 
perforce, makes petulant, spoil­ 
ed brats out of its members— 
or they flee to the professional 
ranks where they can at least 
walk the streets as honest work­ 
men, not quasi-charity cases. 
Any activity where you have to 
get paid off in the dark—and in 
unmarked cash — demeans a 
man. A great athlete should 
never be made to feel like a 
kidnapper 
getting 
a 
ransom 
through a crack in the fence. 
Open tournaments are only 
part of the answer. The profes­ 
sional game should be THE 
game. In today’s society, no 
man should have to go through 
life as a ward of the rich. Jack 
Benny is a multi-millionaire, not 
a court jester. Only tennis wears 
the cap and bells and tumed-up 
shoes. Football players no long­ 
er play for cups and medals. 
They play for half of Texas. 
Prizefighters are no l o n g e r 
trained pets of earls and dukes. 
They own castles of their own.

Despite the late season push 
by Drake, Tam hung on to its 
total offense lead by finishing 
tops in passing and t h i r d in 
rushing.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
Rick Barry’s sophomore jinx 
seems only to have hexed the 
other clubs in the National Bas­ 
ketball Assn. 
The slender blond forward 
was the NBA Rookie-of-the-Year 
last season for the San Fran­ 
cisco Warriors. 
This season, the Miami gradu­ 
ate is the leading scorer in the 
league. His 44 points last night 
helped both his average and the 
Warriors, who defeated the De­ 
troit Pistons 115-104 for their 
fifth straight victory in the only 
NBA game of the night. 
Barry hit 17 of 30 from the 
floor and all 10 of his free throw 
attempts.

What Barry hasn’t done this 
campaign to get the Warriors 


into first place in the Western 
Division, center Nate Thurmond 
has. 
Thurmond scored 20 points 
and pulled down 30 rebounds. 
More importantly, he kept the 
Pistons outside by blocking 15 
of their close-in shots. 
The Warriors moved ahead to 
stay after the first fiva minutes 
of the game and were seriously 
challenged only once more. The 
Pistons moved to 85-81 three 
minutes into the fourth quarter. 
But Barry scored six and 
Thurmond smashed through a 
dunk shot for eight points with­ 
out an answer as the Warriors 
rolled to their sixth without a 
loss this season at home.

Phew! Skunk Hunting In Maine; 


Pheasant Season Almost Here 


Hats off in admiration of the re­ 
cent notice of the fish and game de­ 
partment of the state of Maine. As 
far as my information goes, Maine is 
the first (and perhaps the only) state 
that has recognized the skunk as an 
upland small game animal. Maine's 
open season on skunks w i l l run 
through Dec. 15. Hunters in that state 
will be able to hunt skunks at night 
with dogs. 


A comment by “ Nilo,” the 
conservation departm ent of Win­ 
chester-W estern Division at East 
Alton, 111., struck my eyes. It 
reads: 
“ Maine dogs must be 
highly regarded, to be blessed 
with four months ol skunk hunt­ 
ing. This shows sympathy and 
understanding 
of 
the 
hound 
mind,, for no human pleasure 
transcends the soaring bliss that 
a hound feels when he tears into 
a skunk. To deprive a hound of 
skunks is to deny him a pungent 
badge of valor that proclaims to 
all downwind world that here 
runs a dog in the full pride of 
houndhood. By officially recog­ 
nizing a dog's need for skunks, 
and a skunk's need for exercise, 
the state of Maine has exacted 
the bosky d e l i g h t s of night 
running ” 


WE ALL SA Y -Phew to those 
sentiments. 
Pheasant season tor 1966 opens 
on Saturday and runs through 
Dec. 4, in all the state except 
Im perial and eastern Riverside 
counties. 
There will be a special arche­ 
ry pheasant season to run Dec. i 
10, 11, 17 and 18 in all the state 
with the exception of the far 
southern counties named above, 
where the archery season will be 
Jan. 7, 8, 14 and 15. 


THE BAG LIMIT is 2 birds 
per day, 10 per season. Males 
only can be taken in Siskiyou 
and Modoc counties, but in all 
local areas (Central and North­ 
ern California) the bag may con­ 
tain one hen pheasant on either 
the 19th or the 20th. This bird is 
to be tagged with the special 
hen tag included with pheasant 
tags. 
According to a report from the 
California Department of Fish

and Game, prospects are from 
fair to good. Populations are fair 
to good in the Honey Lake and 
Big Valley areas of Lassen Coun­ 
ty, in the lower Klamath Na­ 
tional Refuge of Siskiyou County, 
and in the Fail River Valley and 
along the Sacramento River be­ 
low Redding. 


PROSPECTS ARE bright in 
the Corning area along the Sac­ 
ramento River, in Tehama Coun­ 
ty, and fair in the Shasta Valley 
of Siskiyou County. In Modoc 
County, the Tule Lake Basin 
should be fair and populations 
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\ 
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BESTSELLER! 
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are good in the National Refuge. 


It looks good to fair in the 
Delta, but bird populations are 
down from a year ago in the 
rice belt of Sacramento Valley, 
including Glen, Butte, Colusa, 
Yolo, Sutter, and Sacramento 
counties. 


WITH THE EXCEPTION of 
Tulare County, San Joaquin Val­ 
ley’s bird population equals last 
year’s. Stanislaus County should 
be excellent. 


There should be more land 
available to hunters this year 
because of early harvesting, and 
birds will be concentrated in the 
remaining cover areas. 


MOST OF THE PHEASANT 
habitat in the valleys is private­ 
ly owned, get permission from 
the owner before working it 
over. 
So—it looks from here that we 
will have to work a bit harder 
to stick a ringneck tail feather 
in our hunting cap.

Q. “ Since I'm retired and 
receive Social Security, I am 
undecided about holding 100 
Interstate Bakeries purchased 
at 35.

Even though sales for Inter­ 
state Bakeries may reach an­ 
other new peak this year, earn­ 
ings may only approximate the 
results for 1965. The reasons are 
twofold: Rising costs—which I 
h a v e mentioned — and the 
squeeze inflicted by competitive 
pricing. A look at the company’s 
earnings back to 1956 shows an 
irregular pattern but one that 
has always covered the dividend 
adequately. 


In your position, I would hold 1 personally but will answer all 
the stock for its good, depend- j questions possible in his column.

NEVER SAY DIE 


People Want Change 
Away From Welfarism 


The Republican sweep in Sacramen­ 
to is not likely to bring immediate and 
drastic changes. 
There will be no sudden halt to the 
welfare programs, or to medical care 
for the aged, or to the war on poverty. 
But in answer to the unmistakable 
voice of the people, expressing dissat­ 
isfaction with the incumbent Adminis­ 
tration in Sacramento, some changes 
should be forthcoming. 
As we see it, the people in general 
want a tightening up in the cost of run­ 
ning government. 
They acknowledge that the genuine­ 
ly destitute and the handicapped de­ 
serve public aid to help them get back 
on their feet. But they are less in­ 
clined to tolerate a free-spending wel­ 
fare program whose over-all aim is ad­ 
mirable but whose operations are rid­ 
dled with loopholes that allow the 
shiftless too free a choice between 
working for a living or loafing on pub­ 
lic dole. 
People are becoming impatient 
with the rise in crime and the rioting 
and destruction of lives and property, 
designed in some cases to gain public 
attention and to wrest a maximum of 


benefits with a minimum of back 
bending. 
Rioters who sacked and burned, de­ 
fied authority, and turned up t he i r 
noses at jobs they considered too me­ 
nial, probably contributed to the down­ 
fall of the Democratic regime in Sac­ 
ramento. 
In 
dramatically repudiating the 
Brown Administration through the bal­ 
lot box, the people seem to be saying: 
We have been squeezed to the 
breaking point by high taxes. It is true 
we should help the unfortunate, re­ 
train the unskilled, and find jobs for 
the unemployed. 
But we revolt against pouring out 
our hard-earned dollars unless they 
can give proof of need and sincerity in 
seeking employment. 
We need more self-pride, individual 
initiative and sense of responsibility, 
and less dependence on government to 
guarantee us jobs of our choice and 
wages to our liking. 
We can’t afford a society where the 
reward for inactivity becomes so at­ 
tractive that incentive is dulled and 
idleness becomes a way of life. 
These are some of the mandates 
that the new Administration will take 
to Sacramento in January. 


And Why Do Animals Fight? 


No one really knows all the instinct­ 
ual drives behind the fighting which 
frequently occurs between members of 
the same species. Here, in Marin, we 
often see such battles among the hum­ 
mingbirds, the quail, squirrels, occa­ 
sionally between deer, and even be­ 
tween cows. 
Most scientists believe such fights 
are necessary to determine which ani­ 
mal is the “boss” and hence best suited 
to bring a semblance of order and

peace. When scientists have removed 
the animals that dominated the others, 
the groups quickly degenerated into 
squabbling, bickering bands. 
As the farmer said, as he watched 
his cows bashing their heads together, 
“Cow fights make for order and peace­ 
ful individuals. The quicker they de­ 
cide whether Betsy or Murabelle is go­ 
ing to be the boss cow, the sooner I’ll 
get a bucket full of milks from both of 
them.”

WASHINGTON (A P)-Presi- 
dent Johnson kept mum a 
while about Tuesday’s election, 
as if to digest the result in 
which Republicans were the 
gainers, but finally admitted 
things would be a little tougher 
for him now. 
This doesn’t mean he has 
become a reticent politician. 
In this year’s election cam­ 
paigns he was rather more 
absent than reticent. It was 
the absence which saved him 
from some possible embarrass­ 
ment later. 
His decision to go to Asia in 
mid-October as the campaigns 
heated up, instead of spinning 
around the country to plug for 
Democrats in trouble, raised 
the two obvious questions: 


WAS THE TRIP necessary 
then or couldn’t it have waited 
until after the elections? Or 
was he afraid that, if he did 
campaign for those who lost, 
some or much or all of the 
blame would be dumped on 
him? 
In fact. Sen. Wayne Morse, 
Oregon Democrat, w a r n e d 
Johnson to keep his nose out 
of Oregon politics. M o r s e ’ s 
warning came while the Presi­ 
dent was still in Asia and there 
was the possibility that when 
he returned a week before 
elections he might campaign. 
Johnson r e m o v e d himself 
from any campaigning when 
he did come back and an­ 
nounced he needed surgery. 
In effect, Morse, constant 
critic of Johnson on the war 
in Viet Nam, told the president 
he would be a potential dis­ 
aster for Oregon’s Democratic 
candidates if he went there. 


THIS 
WAS IRONIC since 
Morse himself refused to sup­ 
port the Democratic candidate 
for the Senate. Rep. Robert B. 
Duncan, a Johnson supporter 
on Viet Nam, who was run­ 


ning against Oregon’s Gov. 
Mark 0. Hatfield. 
Morse said that if Johnson 
visited Oregon “ He will prob­ 
ably help elect Hatfield.” Hat­ 
field won anyway, although 
Johnson never went near Ore­ 
gon. But New York’s Sen. Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy did and pitched 
for Duncan. 
But, for that m atter, so did 
Johnson’s vice president, Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey. 
Before Johnson went to Asia 
it was pretty well known a 
number of Democrats might 
lose. 
Take 
three 
of 
the 
most 
prominent: 


CALIFORNIA’S Gov. 
Ed­ 
mund G. Brown running for 
re-election against movie star 
Ronald Reagan; Illinois, Sen. 
Paul N. Douglas, running for 
re-election against a business­ 
man, Charles H. Percy; and, 
in New York, a New York City 
councilman, Frank D. O’Con­ 
nor, running against Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller who was 
seeking re-election. 
Except for a brief visit to 
New York in support of O’Con­ 
nor, Johnson visited none of 
the three states. But Kennedy 
did. And so did Humphrey. 
The three Republicans—Rei- 
gan, Percy and Rockefeller- 
won. Now no one can say that 
Johnson is responsible. 
And Johnson now has the 
luxury of sitting back to see if 
anyone tries to blame Ken­ 
nedy, no pal of Johnson and 
perhaps his rival for the presi­ 
dential nomination in 1968, al­ 
though Kennedy denies he will 
be. 


WEEKS BEFORE Johnson 
went to Asia a public opinion 
poll showed Kennedy the choice 
of Democrats and Independents 
for the presidency in 1968 over 
Johnson. Humphrey has never 
been mentioned as a possible 
Johnson rival. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Warren Commission 
Costs Never Bared 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN 
and PAUL SCOTT 


WASHINGTON—There is a 
curious omission in the flurry 
of books published recently in 
the U.S. and abroad assailing 
the investigation of President 
Kennedy’s assassination. 
Not one of these critical 
tomes says anything about the 
extraordinary fact that there 
has never been a financial ac­ 
counting of the probe. 
Even members of the seven- 
man Warren Commission are 
in the dark about that. 


IT WAS THEIR understand­ 
ing that a detailed financial 
statement would be submitted 
and made a part of the com­ 
mission’s record before it dis­ 
banded—in October, 1964. For 
some unexplained reason this 
has never been done, although 
the four congressional mem­ 
bers of the commission have 
several times sought such an 
accounting. 
Informally, there has been 
one financial accounting—of a 
general nature. 
The General Services Ad­ 
ministration 
has 
listed 
the 
commission’s expenditures as 
totaling $1.2 million. 


LARGEST SINGLE item is 
$556,500 for printing. Second 
is $255,650 for “salaries and 
related benefits.” There is no 
explanation of the latter. 
Similarly, the statement con­ 
tains 
no 
indication 
of 
the 
source of the $1.2 million. Un­ 
derstanding has been that the 
money came from contingency 
funds available to President 
Johnson—who initiated the in­ 
vestigation and selected the 
members. 
The GSA statement notes 
that “expenses of personnel 
detailed 
to 
the commission

from other government agen­ 
cies are not included in the 
above figures.” The FBI did 
a great deal of such work. 
General c o u n s e l J. Lee 
Rankin 
reportedly 
received 
$35,000. Other senior attorneys 
got from $15,000 to $20,000. All 
of them only part time. 
In all there were 13 lawyers 
on the commission’s staff. 
The actual writing of the 
commission’s 
widely contro­ 
versial report was done by sev­ 
eral junior atorneys. One of 
the critical books charges that 
the senior lawyers contributed 
very little to the final version 
of the findings. 


IT IS NO SECRET that sev­ 
eral members of the commis­ 
sion feel that the former Mrs. 
Marina Oswald, widow of the 
assassin, did not relate all she 
knew about him and his ac­ 
tivities. These members now 
are saying she should have 
been more rigorously grilled. 
WE PREDICT—Stokely Car­ 
michael, head of the militant 
SNCC. is going abroad to try 
to raise much-needed funds 
from wealthy British and other 
pacifists and foes of the U.S. 
Viet Nam policy, and to bolster 
his sagging prestige with U.S. 
Negroes. Among those Car­ 
michael plans to visit is Bert­ 
rand Russell, aged leftist who 
is trying to organize a “ war 
criminal” trial of President 
Johnson. 
Starting January 1, the wives 
of U.S. military personnel will 
be supplied with birth control 
pills and information by the 
government if they ask for 
them. This will be done under 
the new military medicare law 
passed by the recent Congress. 


NOW THAT the election Is 
over, there will be a big rush 
of foreign junkets by members 
of Congress. Virtually every 
committee of both the House 
and Senate has set up such 
expense-free trips to all parts 
of the world

For Bankers' Club Formation 


Novato may be ripe for a 
bankers’ club. Not that it lays 
any claim to being the financi­ 
a l center of the county or any* 
thing like that but . . . . 


JUST A FEW short years 
ago, a person had a choice of 
two banks in downtown Novato, 
the Central Valley Bank and 
Crocker-Anglo, now Crocker- 
Citizens. There was and still is, 
a small branch of the Bank of 
America at Hamilton Air Force 
Base, which primarily was for 
the base personnel. 
Then Wells-Fargo opened in 
the Novato Fair Shopping Cen­ 
ter and the Bank of Marin on 
-Grant Avenue. 
Yesterday 
the 
Bank 
of 
America opened a branch in 
the old Catholic Church on 
Grant Avenue. 
The 
Novato 
Savings 
and 
Loan was organized and open­ 
ed on Grant Avenue. Quick to 
get in on the act, the Santa 
Rosa Savings and Loan opened 
offices in a portable building, 
pot waiting to build a per­ 
manent home. 


The Tiburon National Bank 
has announced plans for open­ 
ing a branch in the Nave Shop­ 
ping Center. 
That 
would 
make 
seven 
banks and two savings and 
loans in the city. There are 
enough employees 
there 
to 
form a good sized club. 


FOR YEARS there was a cry 
around Novato that there were 
not any parks. The Lions Club 
built one below Stafford Dam 
on North Marin Water District 
lands. This has been turned 
over to the City of Novato to 
maintain and run. 
The 
Novato Garden 
Club 
made futile efforts to get con­ 
sent to landscape the state Di­ 
vision of Highways square at 
Grant Avenue and Highway 
101, and Mahlsted Park at the 
end of Hayden Drive. The City 
of Novato is now making pro­ 
gress in getting the state land 
landscaped. The Novato fire­ 
men and garden club still are 
willing to help in the project. 
The garden club and city have 


given up on Mahlsted Park. 
The 
Rotary 
Club 
raised 
money and is now constructing 
a tiny tot play lot on land be­ 
longing to the Novato Sanitary 
District at Railroad and Olive 
Avenues. 


MRS. BEA Carpenter and 
volunteer labor basically from 
the Novato Community Club, 
have redecorated the Novato 
Community House. 
The San Marin Homeovmers 
Assn. has volunteered to do 
work to get something done in 
the park which Sunset Interna­ 
tional Petroleum Corp. deeded 
to the city. 
We are pointing up these as 
examples of volunteer work 
which has helped in getting 
some of the needed things done 
in Novato. 
Perhaps if there were more 
of a concerted effort or guiding 
force to channel this energy. 
Novato could get its parks at 
much less cost in money and 
time.

jority. Democrats are timid, it 
seems, of making any minor 
change in our meres — with 
them, it’s a complete social 
revolution or nothing at all. 
So. in an endeavor to ease 
the sense of frustration, this

When today’s hand was played 
in the finals of the rubber bridge 
tournam ent last month at the 
Sands Hotel in Las Vegas, East- 
West were vulnerable and had a 
part score of 40 points.

West was cautious about bid­ 
ding over one spade but decided 
to risk a bid of three clubs when 
the opponents stopped at two 
spades. 
The bid was far from safe, 
for North might have held club

paid a penalty of 500 points for 
stepping into the bidding. 
TOO RISKY 
South thought it too risky to 
let West play the hand at three 
clubs because that would bring 
in gam e and rubber if West 
made his contract. 
Actually, West would lose a 
spade, two top hearts and a 
heart ruff, and eventually a dia­ 
mond. 
South would have passed three 
clubs if there had been no part 
score, 
and 
this 
would 
have 
brought in a small profit. 
Because of the score, how­ 
ever. South went on—and the 
contract was one trick too high. 
South had to lose two clubs, 
two spades and the ace of dia­ 
monds. 
If you like a story to have a 
moral, try this: the value of a 
part score is at least 100 points 
more than what you write on 
the scorepad.

WASHINGTON - Only about 
half as many veterans are at­ 
tending classes this fall under 
the Cold War GI Bill of Rights 
as had been expected. 
Officials at the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration, however, are quick 
to predict that many more will 
enter classes in mid-year. “I’m 
not sure how many people know 
about this yet,” one said. 
So far, 201,000 vets have en­ 
rolled in courses this fall, plus 
another 64,000 who took classes 
under the bill this summer. 
When the bill was adopted 
last spring, the VA predicted 
that 514,000 vets would take ad­ 
vantage of it by next April. The 
greatest portion of this year’s 
class has already registered. 
About 75 per cent of the vets 
using the bill are enrolled in 
colleges and universities. The 
others are in secondary, trade, 
wsiness 
and 
correspondence 
schools. 


A high VA official says that 
many colleges are already 
crowded and have trouble ad­ 
mitting vets who might not 
have applied without the help 
provided by the bill. Many of 
these vets presented an unex­ 
pected crush at admissions 
offices, and were turned down. 


At a 
meeting earlier this 
month in Florida, college deans 
said they would admit many 
more vets if the federal govern­ 
ment gave them more grants 
]“or classrooms and dormitory 
construction, 
the VA official 
added. 
The bill provides $100 a month 
to vets with no dependents, $125 
to those with one dependent and 
$150 to those with two or more 
dependents if they are enrolled 
in full-time classes. 
Benefits are scaled down for 
part-time students.

Veterans can take any course 
at accredited schools leading to 
a degree, but no apprentice or 
on-the-job training is authorized. 
Neither are recreation courses 
or flight training, unless they 
are taken for credit and lead to 
a degree.

charged since Jan. 31, 1955, 
when the Korean War GI Bill 
expired. The new bill provides 
education, home loan, hospital 
and job placement benefits 
similar to those granted vet­ 
erans of the Korean conflict 
and World War II. 


The bill provides no retroac­ 
tive payments and no deadline 
to enter school but students 
must complete their education 
within eight years of discharge. 
The first cutoff date, however, 
is not until 1974.

Fire Prevention An Old Story, 
But One Needed To Be Retold

NEW YORK 
(UPI i — Fire 
prevention. It's an old. familiar 
story, told over and over again. 
But, it’s a story of concern to 
every 
homeowner, 
to 
every 
apartment 
dweller. 
Read 
it. 
Heed it. It just might save your 
home, your family, your life. 
Last year, fires took 12.000 
lives 
and 
caused 
property 
losses totaling over $1.4 billion. 
More 
than 
1.000 home 
fires 
blazed each day. 
More than 
half the total fatalities—6.500 
lives—were lost in home I ires 
and 
more 
than 
one-third 
of 
those who died were children. 
Tragically, three out of four 
fires 
resulted 
from 
careless­ 
ness. 
They 
need 
not 
have 
happened. Firemen can put out 
fires—if 
they 
are 
called 
in 
time. 
Only 
you 
can 
prevent 
them. 
The biggest hurdle to achiev­ 
ing a fire-safe home is attitude 
— realizing that all the talk 
about fire prevention applies 
to you and your family, not 
just to the fellow down the 
street. Once alert to the ha­ 
zards of fire, it’s a matter of 
good 
planning, 
good 
house­ 
keeping and safe habits. 
The 
American 
Insurance 
Assn., 
which 
makes 
avail­ 


able for the asking a wealth of 
fire 
prevention 
and 
safety 
material, prefaces its advice 
with rules on what to do if a 
fire should break out in the 
home: 


Get everybody 
out 
of 
the 
house. 


Keep 
them 
out. 
N e v e r 


allow 
anyone 
to 
re-enter 
a 
burning 
building. 
Belongings 
always can be replaced. A life 
cannot. 
Summon 
the 
fire 
depart­ 
ment. Don't wait, thinking you 
can put out a fire yotirself. All 
fires are little ones when they 
begin, 
and 
the 
first 
five 
minutes the crucial period. Fire 
fighting is a job for profession­ 
als. 
The association urges every 
family to work out an escape 
plan in case of fire. Look the 
house over and figure out two 
alternate escape routes so that 
if one is blocked by flames, the 
the other may be used. 
If there are small children 
in the family, older children 
should be traiued in supervis­ 
ing the escape plan. Rehearse 
the plan x*cgularly. Everyone 
in the house should be able 
t» get outside from any room 
in less than a minute. 
If you smell smoke, do not 
rush out into a hallway. First 
place the palm of your hand 
against the door. If the door 
feels cool, open it slightly. Pass 
your hand across the opening 
If the air is cool, it should be 
safe to enter the hallway. 
Close doors behind you as you 
leave the house to help slow the 
spread of fire. 


If a door feels hot, that 
hallway is filled already with 
deadly heated gases. Keep it 
closed. Use another escape 
route, or wait at • window for 
rescue. 
Arouse 
peope 
by 


shouting. 
If you live in an area where 
you and your neighbors may 


have to fight vour own fires 
until the fire apparatus arrives, 
keep the following supplies on 
hand: 
F i r e 
extinguishers. 
G e t 
those bearing the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories label. Keep them 
handy. Inspect them every year 
and. if necessary, refill accord­ 
ing 
to 
the 
manufacturer’s 
instructions. 
Ladders. 
Keep one or two 
ready for use on roof fires or in 
making rescues from upstairs 
when 
stairways 
are 
cut 
off 
from use. 
Garden 
hose 
and 
buckets. 
Buckets should be kept filled 
with water and the garden hose 
ready to b*' hooked up. 
Hand-operated 
pump 
tank. 
Some general rules to re­ 
member: 
Keen matches out of the reach 
of small children. 
It there are smokers in the 
house, have ash trays in every 
room. They should be big, and 
made 
of 
glass 
or 
metal. 
Matches 
and 
smoking 
are 
responsible for every fifth fire 
in the United States. 
Don't let old newspapers or 
trash accumulate in cellar or 
attic. 
It’s 
combustibles 
like 
these upon which fires feed. 
Be sure all 
e l e c t r i c a l 
appliances 
are 
in 
working 
order. 
Any 
that 
are 
not 
functioning properly should be 
repaired by a qualified service­ 
man. Records show that every 
fifth fire—about as many as 
those caused by matches and 
smoking—is caused by misuse 
of electricity or faulty electri­ 
cal equipment.

Did Earth Shift 
For Single Cuba? 


FORT WORTH, Tex. <AP) - 
A 
texas Christian University 
scientist spent his sum m er leave 
in the jungles of Central Ameri­ 
ca this year looking for clues 
that 
might 
show 
two 
major 
Caribbean islands once were one 
land mass. 


The islands are Cuba and 
the island occupied by Haiti 
and the Dominican Republic. 
The question behind the re­ 
search of Dr. Jack L. Walper is 
whether there was, 60 million 
years ago, a lateral, or side­ 
ways. movement of the earth in 
that area. The clue is in Guate­ 
mala and nearby nations. 
The islands are directly on 
an east-west line of a major 
earth fault — or slippage — in 
Central America, a line which 
shows that long ago the earth 
moved at least 10.000 feet ver­ 
tically. 


The question is: Was there 
also a lateral movement in 
this break in the earth’s crust. 
There is some speculation to 
that 
effect. 
One 
geologist 
thinks the earth may have 
moved to the side as much as 
:175 miles a l o n g the break 
line. 


If this happened, and if the 
fault extends eastw ard to the 
Caribbean, it could mean that 
the fault tore off the Cuba-Haiti- 
Dominican 
southern 
tip 
and 
shoved Cuba to the east, making 
it an island of its own. 
Dr. Walper, associate profes­ 
sor of Geology at Texas Chris­ 
tian 
University, 
is 
not 
sure 
there 
was any lateral move­ 
ment. His view is that no one 
has 
done 
sufficient 
study 
to 
prove any theory, and that was 
the reason for his Central Amer­ 
ican trip 


He was in the area 10 years 
ago for a mining company. At 
the same time, he was making 
a geologic map of an unchart­ 
ed 
350-square-inile 
area 
as 
part of his doctor of philoso­ 
phy degree from the Univer­ 
sity of Texas. 


He thus became one of the 
first scientists to study the fault, 
and he named it the Polochic 
Fault because it lies in the val­ 
ley of the Polochic River. 
Although 
he discovered 
the 
fault, time ran out before he 
could determine whether lateral 
movement 
took 
place 
at 
the 
time — about 60 million years 
ago. 
A fault is easy for a geologist 
to pinpoint. Movement to the 
side is not as easy to pin down. 
Kdward Heuer, a paleontolo­ 
gist and an associate TCU pro­ 
fessor, was a part of the scien­ 
tific party to see if he could 
match up any features. 
Scars on rocks show the di­ 
rection of movement. 
Villages are few in the area, 
and most inhabitants are de­ 
scendants of the Mayan In­ 
dians who built some of Amer­ 
ica’s great cities long before 
the white man arrived. 
“ More knowledge about 
the 
fault could cast more informa­ 
tion about the entire face of 
this world.” Dr. Walper said 
before leaving. 
It could also lead, he said, to 
better understanding of the en­ 
tire face of the world. The ef­ 
fect of the G uatemalan disturb­ 
ance could help support or at­ 
tack the theory of continental 
drift, an idea that all contin­ 
ents were once part of one or 
two 
giant 
land 
m asses 
that 
broke up and rearranged them­ 
selves over the globe.

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El Paso Suspends 
Streetcar To Mexico 


EL PASO. Tex. (A P )-O n the 
morning of Jan. 11, 1902, the 
first streetcar ever seen in El 
Paso crossed the Stanton Street 
International Bridge into J u a ­ 
rez, Mexico. 
An entourage of seven street­ 
cars. draped in flags and bunt­ 
ing. carried a band and 330 
guests. 
On the morning of Aug. 14. 
1966. a streetcar passed over 
the same bridge, minus flags, 
bunting and band, with only a 
handful of late workers aboard. 
This was the last streetcar to 
m ake the international crossing 
for at least 10 months. 
El Paso City Lines has tem ­ 
porarily suspended operation of 
what is believed the last re­ 
maining international streetcar 


in the United States. The sus­ 
pension will continue while two 
new international crossings are 
built. 
The service formerly provided 
by the streetcars will be fur­ 
nished by moturbuses during the 
interim under special permission 
granted the company by the 
Mexican Commission of Commu­ 
nications and Transportation. 
Elias Diaz, El Paso City Lines

m anager, 
said, 
“ The 
buses don't carry as many pas­ 
sengers as the streetcars (about

Grain Surplus, 
Empty Elevators 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Grain 
surplus in the United States has 
dwindled as storage space has 
increased, according to the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, leav­ 
ing empty grain elevators and 
just enough grain to last until 
the 1967 harvest. 
A few years ago the govern­ 
ment was urging farmers, co­ 
operatives, and elevator opera­ 
tors to add space. Anything that 
could meet storage specifica­ 
tions was reconditioned. As the 
government sent large amounts 
of feed and bread grains over­ 
seas, grain surpluses in the U.S. 
dwindled. 
The 
percentage 
of 
capacity now being utilized in 
big midwestern storage centers 
ranges from 50.4 per cent in 
Kansas City to 9.8 per cent in 
Salina, Kansas.
